III. Aſſurance is given, to incourage ſo needful a Pra- 
ice, that he, that is indeed trained up in the right way, 
will not depart from it, but follow it, till he arrive at 


the deſired end. 
Let it then in the fear of God be duely conſidered, 


I. That all and every one, in whom we are concerned, 
are paſſing apace on, each in his way, to a certain fixed end, 
and unrepealable fiate, being immortal Spirits that muft 
never die.

Which will quickly appear, 
when we have obſerved, that the uninſtrufed facultics are 
ſo prone to aft, that Children begin to walk, and take ſome 
way, before they are able to know, chuſe, or walk in the 
right. That they are depraved by Nature, ill Nurture, and 
worſe Edacation ; inclined ts take the wrong ways, into 
which they are miſled by unexperienced Senſe, fqgtiſh In- 
formations, and bad Examples and ſtrongly babituated 
ts theſe they have been uſed 10. That they are apt to miſtake, 
or forget, or rejeft true DireTions, and obnoxious t0 abun- 
dance of falſe. That there are thouſands of By-ways, and 
turnings to the right hand and to the left. That our Tra- 
vellers companions will oft be his ſeducers, many going the 
Broad-way that leads to deſtruction, who will early 
prejudice him againſt the narrow Way, and the few that 
tind it, or purſue him with Scoffs and Afﬀronts, which be 
muſt perſevereingly encounter 3 that he will be daily expoſed 
to a thouſand Solicitations of the Devil, the World, and 
the Fleſh : That there are many (tumbling Blocks in the 
way, and even his Fellow-travellers will oft be a ſcandal, 
and a diſcouragement to him, All-which, and much more, 


no marvel that God ſhould concern himſelf, and the wiſclt 
Man, to warn «s to train him up in the way, wherein 
he ſhould go.

good men have been deterred from the laſt, by a very bad 
Opinion; that to aſſiſt thoſe, that otherwiſe can't proceed, 
with written forms of found words, though taken even 
from the Scriptures themſelves, is to quench the Spirit, 
and prevent his holy Operations ; when indeed, to refuſe 
hy inſpired belps given for that very purpoſe, is the only 
thing that does ſo. 


6. That they are thug to be trained up, while Children, 
while flexible, and governable, and conſcious of their inabi- 
lity to dire& their own, way, and of their dependance on 
their Guides ; before they are prejudiced, or otherwiſe em- 
ployed , before they are ſeduced, vitiated, and accuſtomed
